And whereas representations were received on 21 st June, 2004 by the Commission from S/Sh. Harendra Aggarwal 
and Madan Mohan, two of the candidates who had filed their nomination papers for the above election, alleging t«at t«eir 
nomination papers were wrongly rejected by the Returning Officer; t . _ „ 

And whereas, uie Commission wrote to the Returning Gmcer for the biennial election to the Council oi states uom 
Uttar Pradesh to furnish relevant documents on the complaints/petitions and not to declare the result without specific prior 

written clearance of the Commission; , j,, „ . 

And whereas the Commissionafter perusing the record forwarded by the Returning Officer requested the Returning 
Officer on 22nd June, 2004 to go into all available facts, circumstances and materials and, if need be, personally hearing the 
complainants and examining the affidavits in the light of the Commission’s order dated 27th March, 2003, to pass such 
appropriate orders in his quasi-judicial capacity as he may deem fit and report facts to the Commission; 

Now therefore the Election Commission, in exercise ofthe powers conferred by Article 324 of the Constitutionof 
India Section 3 9 ofthe Representationofthe People Act, 1951, Section 153 of the Representation ofthe People Act, 1951 
and all other powers enabling it in this behalf directs that the poll for the biennial election to the Council of States from Uttar 
Pradesh if necessary, shall be taken on 3rd July, 2004 (Saturday) and consequently directs that the following amendments 
shall be madein its Notification No. 318/2/2004(1) dated 4th June, 2004 as amended vide subsequent notification dated 10th 
June, 2004. 

For existing clauses (c) to (e) the following shall be substituted:— 

(c) (i) the 21 st June, 2004 (Monday), as the last date for the withdrawal of condidatures for all States except 

(ii) the 26th June, 2004 (Saturday), as the last date for the withdrawal of candidatures for Uttar Pradesh; 

(d) (i) the 28th June,’ 2004 (Monday), as the date on which a poll shall, if necessary, be taken for all the States; 

except Uttar Pradesh, and 

(ii) the 3rd July, 2004 (Saturday), as the date on which a poll shall, if necessary be taken for Uttar Pradesh;
